School Section;— The new Boarding Houbcb accommodating nearly fifty b'lys or 
well over a third* of the boys in tho School Section, have progrcstcd w'ell during tho 
year; tho economy in running posBlblo by boys paying an inclusive fee on an equal 
basis has been shown during a year in which rising prices have caused considerable 
diffipultles and anxieties in other Boarding Houses run on tho old system.

The now arrangement also brings ont still more clearly tho yaluo of 
separating Senior boys and Junior boys; young boys in tho Junior House ore deroloping 
much more naturally and healthily where thero are no senior boys to disparage and 
oyorawo. Further steps in all departments of tho Sohool to keep tho youthful and 
more mature apart are both desirable and in contemplation.
